TEACHER’S $295 INGOLD 
"SEIZED BY FEDERAL AGENTS 


Woman Whose Oklahoma Bank Box Is Raided 
Says She Taught Sanctity of the 
Constitution 20 Years.

OKLAHOMA CITY, May 17.— 
Federal agents today broke into a 
safety deposit box in the First Na- 
tional Bank and seized gold belong- 
ing to Miss Hazel Black, a school 
teacher. . 

The officers said Miss Black had 
refused to comply with a search 
warrant, to open the box or to ac- 
company them to the bank. 

Miss Black, a science instructor, 
criticised the action, the most dras- 
tic here since the presidential proc- 


imation requiring that all gold be 
surrendered to the Treasury. 

“I have been teaching the sanc- 
tity of the United States Constitu- 
tion and the principles involved 
therein about 20 years.to thousands 
of children, . 

“If I have been wrong and no 
such principles exist, or if these 
principles may be manipulated or 
remodeled at the whimsy of an ad- 
ministration, then I feel helpless 
and do not know which way to 
turn.” 

The officers reported they found 
$295 in gold in the safety deposit 


box.

Republicans Have Stack of 
Amendments Ready but 
Have Little Chance of 


Success.

WASHINGTON, May 17.—Stout 

oppositi_n to the President's recip- 
rocal tariff bill, empowering him 
to raise or lower tariff duties by 
50 per cent and to effectuate such 
changes through treaties without 
the traditional advice and consent 
of the Senate, was voiced in that 
body this afternoon by the Repub- 
lican leader, Senator McNary of 
Oregon, after Senator Pat Harrison. 
(Dem.), Mississippi, had called up 
and warmly urged the passage of 
the bill. 
The measure, which is on the 
“must” list of the President for en- 
actment during the present session, 
has already been passed by the 
House by a large majority. The 
Democratic leaders expect to put it 
through the Senate without much 
trouble, but not till after the minor- 
ity have written a comprehensive 
record in opposition. The Repub- 
licans have a stack of amendments 
around which to center their argu- 
ments. 

After a week-end rest from his 
victorious primary campaign in 
Pennsylvania,-Senator David A. 
Reed will return to Washington 
Monday to lead the fight on the 
bill. The final vote is not expected. 
before the middle or end of next 
week, though probably there ‘will 
be several tests of strength or 
amendments in the meantime. 

Cites Committee Amendment. 

McNary declared that the amend- 
ment added in the Senate Finance 
Committee, providing that affected 
| eae industries should have a chance to 
9 state their case before the negotia- 
— tion of a tariff revision, did not an- 
swer the fundamental objections to 
the bill. 

He*said he did not want to quib- 
ble over the interpretation that 
might be placed on his amendment, 
but he nevertheless regarded it as 
“very significant” that the repre- 
sentatives of the administration, at 
committee hearings on the bill,“em- 
phasized the need of secrecy and 
dispatch if agreements were to be 
concluded favorable to the interests 
of the United States. 

“It is even more significant,” he 
went on, “that there is absolutely 
no formula provided in the bill by 
which we are to judge the reason- 
ableness of making concessions in 
duties. Repeated attempts to ob- 
tain an expression of opinion on 
such matters from representatives 
gf the administration were either 
evaded or answered in the most 
general terms, and it is against such 
an unknown quantity that inter- 
ested parties are to be allowed to 
present their views.” 

An Effective Plan. 

McNary argued that the only way 
in which the President’s plan could 
be made effective was by reducing 
rates on competitive imports be- 
low the protective level. 

“Otherwise,” he challenged, “how 
can his plan bring about an in- 
crease in such imports? The Pres- 
ident’s program, in other words, 
however disguised it may be or 
however indirectly it may work 
out, means an abandonment of our 
protective tariff policy. 

“I make this statement without 
fear of contradiction. Let him who 
wants further proof of it read the 
first half dozen words in the Demo- 
cratic 1932 tariff pledge which the 
President accepted whole-heartedly 
and without reservations. Those 
first half dozen words pledged the 
Democratic party to a competitive 
tariff for revenue. : 

“A competitive tariff.for revenue, 
however it is accomplished, is not 
a protective tariff. An abandon- 
ment perhaps is a backdoor or left- 
handed method, but an abandon- 
ment nevertheless, by the President, 
_, under an unwise and, it may be, an 
: unconstitutional delegation of pow- 
er by Congress.” 

. President’s Many Duties. 

McNary said it was fanciful to 
suppose that the President, with 
his multitudinous duties, would

“Necessarily he must rely on

some other agency,” said McNary. 
“It is a serious thing for us to 
face the possibility that under these 
broad powers the representatives 
chosen by the President might see 
fit to reduce the duty on any com- 
modities in our existing tariff 
schédules without having pre- 
scribed the tests which should be 
applied before a duty was reduced 
and affording an opportunity for 
a hearing in such a manner that 
an industry may know it is in the 
position to be acquainted with the 
yardstick which will be applied in 
passing judgment on a situation.” 
McNary assailed the delegation 
of “such autocratic powers” to “a 
handful of men, who even with the 
best of intentions, cannot be ex- 
ected to have the intimate knowl- 
edge and background that is essen- 
tial to anything approaching a ju- 
dicial conclusion on such matters.” 


“I do not want to seem to carry 
this argument to an absurd and ex- 
treme position,” he said, “but I 
cannot see how it is reasonable to 
expect that the producers of com- 
modities in those lines of activity 
which are dependent for their ex- 
istence upon tariff protection can 
go ahead with plans for the future 
which involve any capital commit- 
ments when they realize that we 
have delegated, without stipulation 
of the tests that are to be applied, 
the authority to reduce tariffs by, 
50 per cent. 

“I doubt very much if a producer 
of an agricultural commodity which 
is also produced in South and Latin 
America, or if a manufacturer 
turning out a product which is also 
manufactured in some European 
country, or engaged in a lumbering 
operation with the competing prod- 
uct of Canada, would be willing to 
enter into any very considerable 
long-term contract for capital goods 
if there were a prospect that on 
the morrow the manufacturer or 
producer should rise to find that 
the protection afforded his industry 
had been cut in half.” 


Harrison’s Arguments. 


Senator Harrison, for the bill, ar- 
gued that “we cannot shut out im- 
ports without. at the same _ time 
shutting in potential exports.” 
Américan foreign trade, he said, 
fell from $9,640,000,000 in 1929 to 
$3,124,000,000 in: 1933. 

“The prpoortion of the total in- 
ternational trade of the world en- 
joyed by the’ United States,” he 
continued, “has declined more since 
1929 than that of any of the 11 
leading commercial countries. In re- 
spect to exports, the proportion en- 
joyed by eight of the 11 leading 
countries, has, indeed, increased. 
Thus, Germany, in 1929, enjoyed 9.72 
pér cent of the total world exports. 
In 1932 the figure had increased to 
10.7 per cent. In France the cor- 
responding figures were’ 5.95 pcr 
cent and 6,08 per cent. The United 
States in the meantime had dropped 
from 15.61 per cent to 12.39 per 
cent. 

“If imports and exports are com- 
bined, Great Britain, whose export 
trade suffered a decline, increased 
relatively from 1304 per cent to 
13.38 per cent, while the United 
States declined from 138.83 per cent 
to 10.82 per cent. 

“Had the United States main- 
tained the proportion of world trade 
which it enjoyed in 1929, its im- 
ports and exports in 1932 would 
have been greater than the actual 
figures by more thar $750,000,000. 
That is something to give us con-

He denied that it took away any 
of the present powers of the Tariff 
Commission. This body, he said, 
could go on operating under fiexi- 
bility provisions with respect to 
any article not covered by interna- 
tional agreements. 

Arguing that the bill properly 
safeguarded the rights of every 
interest, he cited the committee 
amendment requiring the President 
to give notice of intended negotia- 
tions so that interested parties 
might have an opportunity to ex- 
press their views. 

As to constitutionality, he con- 
tended that the bill gave only pow- 
ers which had been delegated to the 
Pr sid nt in th: past 3} roe 

Senator Vandenberg (Rep.) Michi- 
gan, remarked that the United 
States was now admitting duty-free 
$900,000,000 worth of products or 
60 per cent of the total imports. 

“We are now proposing,” he said 
scornfully, “a bargaining program 
that will not charge the foreigner 
one cent on this $900,000,000 ad- 
vantage that he now enjoys. In 
other words, we put ourselves $900,- 
000,000 behind before we start to 
bargain. It is a perfectly absurd 
arrangement.” 

Harrison interrupted to ask 
whether Vandenburg would favor 
a tariff on rubber, which is on the 
free list. The Michigan Senator 
replied that he would if such a tar- 
iff were necessary to further Unit 
ed States interests in the proposed 
bargaining.

After I ate the dates I had a lot 
of seeds, and I took the paper and 
aressed up the seeds as dolls,” 
“The long days must have been 
very difficult for the child without 
amusements other than she could 
provide for herself.” 

Tells of Ants in Desert Pit. 
‘The girl told him how ants 
crawled over her and the scant food 
left for her and how the ants stung 
her body, already painful from sun- 
burn. 

“There is no doubt In my. mind,” 
Robles said, “but that she still fears 
the kidnapers and feels the horror 
of the experience through which 
she passed. She is trying her best 
to forget it by talk of returning to 
school. We will permit her to go 
back to her classroom work Mon- 
He said the girl had been more 
affected physically and emotionally 
than appeared to casual observers. 
At the Sheriffs office yesterday 
the girl viewed again the box in 
which she was held. She comment- 
ed: “I hope when they catch those 
kidnapers, they put some chains 
around them.” 

Inspecting the left-over food with 
apparent distaste, she said the ba- 
nanas were “rotten.” 

“That is the box of cookies the 
ants got in,” she said. .

The writer spent 
four and one-half hours with the 
three Los Angeles kidnapers that 
have been caught, much to the 
credit of all concerned—including 
the kidnapers’ own stupidity—have 
confessed, have been tried and sen- 
tenced to prison for life, the trial 
lasting only 14 minutés.

Kidnaper No, 3, “booked” as Roy 
Tate, was the “finger man,” ‘the 
one chosen to point out the victim. 
He did cement work on the pool on 
Mr, Gettle’s estate; and his job was 
to “point the finger” at the right 
‘man when kidnaping time ‘came. 

His real name he assures you 
later, is not Tate, but Williams, and 
police believe him. ' 

Now you may see the three kid- 
napers under’ sentence of life im- 
prisonment, summoned to the visi- 
tors’ room in the prison high‘ up 
in the city skpscraper called the 
Hall of Justice.

BRITAIN. PROPOSES EMBARGO 
ON ARMS TO END CHACO WAR| 


Appeal Made Before —— Council to 
17 Nations to Bar Shipments to’ 
Paraguay and Bolivia.

GENEVA, May 17.+Great Britain 
today proposed an embargo on 
shipments of arms materials to 
Paraguay and Bolivia as a move 
toward ending their war over the, 
Gran Chaco jungle border area. }

Eden proposed. that the embargo 
be made te apply to all armaments 
and war materials destined for 
either of the South American bel- 
ligerants.

These countries are the 
nations in which arms are manu- 
factured.

The special League Chaco Com- 
mission which failed in its efforts 
to settle the conflict recommended 
in its report to the council that an 
embargo be placed on arms ship- 
ments unless the countries agreed 
to arbitration. 

“Senseless” Warfare. 

Capt. Eden referred to the “sense- 
lessness” of the Chaco war with 
its great loss of life and untold 
suffering. He pointed out that in 
some instances governments do not 
possess powers to put an embargo 
into effect. Where this is so, Eden 
said he hoped they would find it 


‘possible to take the necessary leg- 


islative action as an 
measure. 

He characterized the question of 
stopping sale of all armaments as 
“an issue of capital importance,” 
adding “it offers to all countries 
an opportunity to make a decision 
to end the hostilities.” 

Eden said Britain indorsed the 
conclusions to be drawn from the 
report of the Chaco Commission, 
adding: “The essential thing is 
to make peace speedily. Britain 
believes the draft of a treaty pro- 
posed by the commission should be 
examined anew by the two parties 
(Paraguay and Bolivia) and be ac- 
cepted.”

Francisco Castillo Najera of Mex- 
ico, as chairman of counsel for the 
Chaco Commission, insisted that 
when the draft of a treaty was 
submitted to Paraguay and Bolivia 
it was by the mandate of the coun- 
cil. Answering Caballero, he said: 
“The feproaches against the com- 
mission are unjustified.” 

Najera recalled that an appeal

DR. MATHER A, ABBOTT DIES, 
ONCE ROOSEVELT’S TEACHER 


Headmaster of Lawrenceville, For- 
merly at Groton School ⸗ 
at Yale.

17.—Dr. Mather A. Abbott, head- 
master of Lawrenceville School, 
and former master of Groton School 
in the days when President Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt, Senator Bronson 
Cutting and other noted men were 
among his pupils, died today.

C. P. Cooper, vice- 
president of A. T. & T., questioned 
directly the right of NRA to im- 
pose such a code, but offered sug- 
gestions for changes “in the hope 
that, if the administrator adheres 
to what we take it is his tentative 
conclusion and imposes a code on 
an expanded telegraph industry, he 
may be fully informed as to the 
facts which have a bearing on the 
matters here relevant.” 

Davis said his company did not 
consider the communications field 
subject to a code because of regu- 
lation provided now by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission and 
proposed by the communications 
bill now before Congress. 

Davis, however, approved in one 


he understood the language of one 
section to mean that it would not 
attempt to regulate foreign radio 
communication contracts. Hé sug- 
gested that, if the code were adopt- 
ed, further clarifying language 
should be added. 
Trans-Oceanic Messages. 

The Radio Corporation’s concern 
over the code involves RCA Com- 
munications, Inc., the subsidiary 
handling trans-Atlantic and trans- 
Pacific messages in competition 
with the cable companies.

Two Women on Under-Consumption. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: | 
HENEVER I hear of anyone serious- 
ly considering whether there is over- 
production, I “froth at the mouth and 


bleed at the ears” and only keep from |< 


cracking up by furiously rocking the 
baby and thinking how beautiful he is. 

Please read this true account of under- 
consumption. The husband, age 37, for- 
mer marine engineer (passenger lines), 
veteran (actual fighting, was gassed and 
draws no compensation), bought a suit 
of clothes for $18 last October, the first 
since about 1927. Absolutely didn’t have 
a pair of pants except dungarées, worn 
and patched, nor a shirt, except blue 
work shirts, ditto. He now has three 
shirts, 69 cents each, one undershirt, one 
pair shorts and another pair of shorts 
which perhaps I can patch up, two pairs 
of socks, 10 cents each pair, two pairs 
worthless ragged ones, and five handker- 
chiefs. 

Since June, 1930, I have bought for my- 
self: three house dresses, 25 cents each;

pair, 89 cents, and material which cost 
about $7 to make some uniforms in order 
to get a “domestic” job. Everything else 
I have had in clothing, including under- 
wear, hose and shoes, has been donated 
by a very lovely, kind woman, who also 
gave my husband a hat and sweater. (All 
cast-off and worn, but nevertheless wear- 
able.) 

The baby—oh, the baby! Jt wrings my 
heart and causes a gnawing pain in my 
stomach to see him wearing these faded, 
frayed, frazzled oid cast-off things. It 
isn’t right. Babies’ things should be new 
and fresh and sweet. For him, I have 
purchased one bottle of cod-liver oil, 69 
cents, two pairs of shoes, $1 each, and 
flannel for kimonos, 40 cents; three bot- 
tles, 5 cents each. Everything else, dia- 
pers, sweater, blanket, coat, bed, go-cart, 


walker and all the countless things that, 


unexpectedly, babies have to have, are 
donated. All old and worn and falling 
apart—donated because the people can’t 
sell them and can’t use them. 

We live in the north end of a piano 

arehouse. The two rooms are nine by 
4 each. We have no bath, no radio, no 
automobile; no nothing! To think that I 
shall no doubt go to my grave without 
having a home, a real house of white 
clapboard and green shutters and fluffy 
curtains; a lawn with flowers, and a bath- 
tub. Right there is work for thousands, 
putting in bathtubs for everybody. But 
what's the use? We don’t even have all 
the cake and pie, all the butter and fruit 
‘we want—not even all the meat. We must 
continually-deny ourselves and do with- 
out and go on in this misérable world 
where there is so much of everything and 
nobody can have any of it. A WOMAN,

READ with keen interest your article 
Let May 6, “Over-Production or Under- 
Consumption?” May I make a sugges- 
tion following out the same line of 
thought? I agree with you that there is 
no over-production in farm products, nor 
in anything else. 

' We are an average poor farm family of 
four, trying to farm 165 acres. We have 
had no public relief of any kind, have 
paid our taxes, etc., and now we find we 
need a lot of things we would buy if we 
could. I want to make a partial list of 
our wants and néeds, just to give you 
some idea of the potential market that 
exists.for all kinds of goods. If you will 
multiply my list.by the number of farm 
families in our circumstances, you will 
get material for another article as good 
as the first, one. : 

. These are real needs right now: barn 
roof, $100; two brooder houses, paint far 
house, barn and hen houses; fencing for 
whole farm; complete new outfits of 
clothing for man, wife and two girls (all 
our clothes are hand-me-downs, out of 
date—just plain wearing.out); new furni- 
ture for seven-room house, linoleum, beds, 
stoves, chairs, curtains, bedding, etc. Our 
stuff is old, second-hand, wired together 
and in need of replacement, all of it. 

Then we would like to have some con- 
veniences. Under this head, I list: tele- 
phone, washing machine, auto, pumps, 
icebox, furnace, streens, etc. And we can 
even envisage how glad we'd be if we 
could have the luxury of electrical house- 
hold equipment, a radio, a piano, flowers, 
gommercial fertilizer, cement, cream sep- 
arator, etc. 

I am not extravagant; in fact, we get 
by fairly well on our old siuff.. But see 
what a market there is, if we could get 
decent price for what we produce and 
could produce all we are able to make our 
farms bring forth, It is the profit system 
that is to e for the present tangle. 
Nothing helps for long, because the cause 
of the trouble ‘is still present. Nothing 
is ever settled until it is settled right. 
More power to you.

to stand still is to perish. This is true of nations, of 
states, of cities. | : ; 
Eleven years ago, St. Louis voted $87,000,000 for 
public improvements. This was very little beside 
what Chicago was spending to make itself one of 
the most attractive cities inthe world. Nevertheless, 
it served to reveal to us how a city is made. The 
bond issue gave us the Memorial Plaza and the great 
structures which are rising around it. It gave us 
the new street system, with broad arteries reach- 
ing to every part of the community. It gave us 
the Aloe Plaza, fronting Union Station, an improve 
ment which introduces the visitor-to the newer and 
more progressive spirit of a city fast growing into 
modern ways of thought and action. 
The State of Missouri has neg for years the 
greatest of its social responsibilities. It has let the 
states around it do more for their people than Mis- 
souri was doing, to do more for them educationally 
and institufionally. We were falling behind in the 
race of civilization. Something had to be done about 
it, and we have at last begun to do something about 
it. The bond issue voted by the people of the State 
this week will take care of our institutions,. which 
had become a public scandal. It will bring the State 
as a political unit abreast of other Middle Western 
states, as it will bring other things in Missouri to a 
par with one of the nation’s finest highway systems. 
The people of the State and the city did not vote 
the bond issue merely because they are sympathetic 
with the national administration's effort to rally us 
from the depression. They did not do it because they 
had any expectation that a few million dollars would 
re-employ all the people in Missouri looking for work. 
They did it primarily because they are sensible 
to their obligations of citizenship. Alk.states and 
cities are what their citizens make them. The peo- 
ple of Missouri Want to make Missouri a progressive 
and enlightened State, a State which fulfills its social 
obligations, which is mindful] of the rights of pos- 
terity, and which is aware of the moving currents of 
human progrets. The people of St. Louis were actu- 
ated by the same high purpose, They do not want 
to live ina dead city, or to make a dead city their 
heritage ‘to living children. 

These are the lessons of the bond issues. Too many 
people who are afraid of growth, who are afraid to 
venture anything for it, essay to speak for the citi- 
sens of St. Louis and Missouri. Have we not found 
time and again that the citizens of St. Louis and 
Missouri are quite capable of speaking for them- 
selves, and delight to do so when given a chance? 
Have we not learned that they are ready and willing 
to go? That they have no patience with sloth and 
rust? That we have but to suggest better things to 
them to win unstinted applause and co-operation? 
The people do not want to mark time. They want 
to march. They have always wanted to do so. If 
they are not always found, with hurrying feet and 
shining faces, pressing on to brighter things, it is 
because some old curmudgeon of a general is holding 
them in camp. * 
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WAR PROFITS IN THE CHACO. 

The report of the League of Nations Chaco Com- 
mission should serve to direct the attention of the 
Nye committee investigating the armament racket to 
the costly and fruitless war between Bolivia and 
Paraguay. If American munitions makers, motivat- 
ed by the high profits which war supplies bring, are 
a factor in keeping the two countries at swords’ 
points, it should be brought to light and made a part 
of the senatorial committee’s findings. While the 
report of the League’s commission did not say in s0 
many words that American firms were contributing 
to the prolongation of the conflict, its members made 
it plain that they believed the war would soon end 
if the activities of armament manufacturers were 
brought under control. Senator Borah said recently 
that there is nothing lower in the scale of human 
avarice than the fomenting of wars by armament 
makers for the resulting bloody profits. He is right; 
there is not. The opportunity which the Nye com- 
mittee has becomes more evident every day, 
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WHAT SLUMS COST. 

Through a study recently made under CWA aus- 
pices, Cleveland' has just learned what a civic luxury 
its slums are. The area studied contained 2% per 
cent of the city’s population, and in 1932 returned 
$225,000 in taxes. But the public functions in the 
area cost the city $1,357,000, including excessive 
amounts for public health service, police and fire 
protection, etc. In addition, residents of the district 
received $615,000 from the community fund, or about 
$78 per capita. It was shown that 14.4 per cent of 
the Fire Department’s cost came from this district, 
and that its inhabitants had unduly large repre- 
sentation in crime and juvenile delinquency records. 
Cleveland’s situation is no phenomenal one, for a 
similar situation exists in the slums of all our cities. 
The poverty of slum inhabitants is only a partial 
explanation. The squalid living conditions in these 
areas breed disease and crime, whose burden is shared 
by the entire city. Low rents may attract residents 
to the slums, but they are a false economy for the 
population as a whole, ‘ 

In the present campaign to “rebuild America,” the 
slums should be a prominent point of attack. Elim- 
inating such unwholesome aréas may be,a costly 
process, but the economic dividends will be great, 
not to mention those in human happiness and self- 


respect.

His chief interest is in the fact that re- 
covery is in progress, and there are too many favor- 
able signs to make any other conclusion possible. 
For instance, there is steel, a basic industry. Ingot 
production languished at 35 per cent of capacity a 
year ago. The average for April was 54 per cent, 
the best rate since September,71930; and last week 
the figure reached 60. The production, of course, 
is dictated by demand, and steel firms now expect 
a seasonal decline, though it is later than usual. 
Other figures offer plenty of encouragement. The 
total deficit of 1475 large industrial concerns was 
$97,000,000 in 1932; last year, the same firms made 


by Federal Reserve reports, showed a gain of 44 per 
cent in dollar volume in March, over March, 1933, 
while the cost of living had risen 9.3 per cent. Busi- 
ness failures are diminishing steadily in number, and 
in a recent week were the fewest in 14 years. 

Figures for the workers are no less favorable than 
those for business. The National Industrial Confer- 
ence Board reports that unemployment in March had 
fallen to 8,021,000, a decline of 5,182,000 in a year. 
In the manufacturing and mechanical industries, un- 
employment had decreased 59.5 per cent, from 6,423,- 
000 to 2,599,000. Such figures take on greater sig- 
nificance alongside the record of wages, which shows 
that the worker not only has more work, but more 
buying power. Federal statistics show that the av- 
erage worker in 25 industries received $14.56 a week 
in, March, 1933. By February,.1934, this had risen to 
$19.81. The following changes also are recorded: 
male skilled and semi-skilled labor, $16.64 to $22.28; 
unskilled male labor, $12.27 to $16.42; female labor, 
$9.93 to $14.85. A higher average of hourly wages 
in these industries is accompanied by a decrease in 
hours worked. 

It is here that those who attribute recovery largely 
to the administration’s program have an edge in the 
argument with the “natural cause” supporters.

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TAPS FOR PINCHOT? 

New Deal and Old Deal met in Pennsylvania’s Re- 
publican senatorial primary Tuesday, in the persons, 
respectively, of Gov. Gifford Pinchot and Senator 
David A. Reed. The New Deal got soundly trounced 
—its first major defeat since this political terminol- 
ogy became current. 

Senator Reed was renominated by a decisive ma- 
jority. The vanquished has accepted the decision 
in good spirit. He has congratulated the victor. 
The mutual expressions of disesteem exchanged in 
the contest are as things.unsaid. No intimation of 
slush fund or corruption taints the air. All is se 
rene along the Keystone front. So happily different 
from that far-off “golden primary” of 1926; when 
millions literally flooded the valleys and submerged 
most of the hills.

Measured by evénts, 
it is an eon. 

How the result will be regarded by the country 
as a whole is, we should say, a pertinent question.

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JURY ACQUITS DRIVER : 
IN AUTO CRASH DEATH 


W. F. Woerner Freed of Man- 
slaughter—R. W. Rose Killed 
in Collision in 1932. 


A jury in Circuit Judge Hart- 
mann’s court deliberated only six 
minutes today in acquitting William 
F. Woerner, 21 years old, 6485 Wy- 
down boulevard, of a charge of 
manslaughter growing out of, the 
death of Robert W. Rose in an 
automobile collision Oct. 30, 1932. 
.Gerald Knox, 4922 Forest Park 
boulevard, and Thomas Haddock, 
4566 Clayton avenue, testified that 
Woerner’s automobile passed their 
car at a speed of between 45 and 


60 miles an hour about a block be- 
fore it collided with Rose’s machine 
at Euclid avenue and Forest Park. 

Woerner testified he was not 
driving more than 45 miles an hour 
in the block east of Euclid avenue. 
“As I apprbached Euclid I slowed 


and at the crossing I practically 
came to a stop,” he said. “I start- 
ed up again, and when in the mid- 
dle of the car tracks on Euclid, I 
saw a car coming fast from the 
north. It was about, 45 feet away. 
I turned north, to get out of the 
way, but it struck my car just back 
of the middle on the left hand side 


curb against a fireplug.” 


His mother, a passenger in the 
car, corroborated his testimony. 

The collision occurred at 1 a. m. 
as Woerner was driving his mother 
home after calling for her at a 
dinner party. He was going west 
on Forest Park and Rose was driv- 
ing north on Euclid. Mrs. Woer- 
n is.the widow of William F. 
Woerner, an atforney. 


Police Sergt. Thomas Norris tes- 
tified that young Woerner said aft- 
er the collision that he was driving 
at about 20 miles an hour and had 
come “practically to a stop” at the 
stop sign. Norris said there was 
no stop sign at Forest Park for 
northbound traffic on Euclid. 


Testimony that Woerner told 
physicians at City Hospital he had 
had “a couple of. highballs” .was 
given by Patrolman Max A. Riek. 
Judge Hartmann sustained a dé- 
fense objection on the ground that 
anything ‘Woerner said to physi- 
cians was a privileged statement 
}of a patient, but permitted the tes- 
timony to stand temporarily on the 
State’s assurance that it would be 
shown to be admissible. 

Rose, 23, a druggist, who resid- 
ed at 3520A Connecticut street, died 
of a fractured skull a few hours 
‘after the collision. 

The penalty for the offense 
charged ranges from a fine of $100. 
to a 10-year prison sentence.

Although images have been sent 
by wires and wireless in the past, 
the development of telephotography 
in its latest stage will enable trans- 
mission of news photographs in a 
form ideally suited to newspapér 
use. 

Both sending and receiving ma- 
chines can be placed on an ordi- 
nary business office desk, and- the 
entire equipment can he installed 
in a small room 20 by 16 feet. 

Photographs are inserted in the 
sending machine, wrapped around 
a cylinder mounted on a mechan- 
ism resembling a machine shop 
turning lathe, and clamped into 
place ready for sending. 

An electric light bulb no larger 
than an automobile headlamp sends 
a tiny beam of light by mirrors 
through a slot .01 of an inch square 
onto the photo. In the slot is a U-
